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1. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114 was 
filed in this application after a decision by the Board of 
Patent Appeals and Interferences, but before the filing of a 
Notice of Appeal to the Court of Appeals for the Federal Circuit 
or the commencement of a civil action. Since this application

2. Claims 18 and 19 are withdrawn from further consideration 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected 
invention, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. 
Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 11, 
2005 (Office Action September 09, 2005) . 

It is noted the claim listing filed March 31, 2008 does not 
include claims 18 and 19. The claim listing must include a 
listing of all claims ever presented (37 CFR 1.121). 

3. The specification is objected to as failing to provide 
proper antecedent basis for the claimed subject matter. See 37 
CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608. 01 (o) . Correction of the 
following is required: Proper antecedent basis for the "first 
edge" and "second edge" newly set forth in claims 1 and 12 could 
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not be found in the specification. Applicant is reminded claim 
terminology in mechanical cases should appear in the descriptive 
portion of the specification by reference to the drawing (s). 

Defining these terms appears necessary to give meaning to 
the "distance" limitations also newly set forth in claims. 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs 
of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under 
this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or 
a foreign country or in public use or on sale in this country, more than one 
year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published 
under section 122 (b) , by another filed in the United States before the 
invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an 
application for patent by another filed in the United States before the 
invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international 
application filed under the treaty defined in section 351 (a) shall have the 
effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the 
United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English 
language . 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which 
forms the basis for all obviousness rejections set forth in this 
Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically 
disclosed or described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the 
differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior 
art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at 
the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the 
art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be 
negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 1-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 



unpatentable over Last '990 and Last '343. 
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The Last '990 ('990) reference discloses a track and coping 
assembly comprising: a coping 26 including a slot having an 
opening 42, an inner wall 31, an opposite inner wall 33, and a 
tab 32; a reversible track 11 including a first channel 16 
having a first opening 17, a second channel 19 having a second 
opening 21, and two locking ledges 13; an insert wedge 34; a 
pulley 23; and a pulley housing 36. Therefore, '990 teaches all 
claimed elements except for the track being unsymmetrical (i.e. 
first edge, second edge, first distance, second distance) . 

Although the pool cover track depicted in Fig. 3A, for 
example, of the '990 reference is not unsymmetrical, attention 
is directed to the sentence bridging columns 6 and 7 in '990 
where other track configurations are contemplated and disclosed. 
Therefore, in consideration of the '990 disclosure, it would 
have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the pool cover art 
to associate an unsymmetrical track with the '990 pool cover in 
order to accommodate sliders and/or debris gutters. One example 
of the unsymmetrical track contemplated by '990 is disclosed in 
the Last '343 ('343) reference (Fig. 1).
